for the convenience of the employee. Furthe r , it wtaild appear tha, 
in order to be consistent with the position taken by ref, (b) there 
would have to be an examination into the motives of each employee 
in having his dependents join him initially at his post of duty* 

Ibis we believe was not contemplate d by law or regulation and 
obviously would be an administrative impossibility.
